PREAMBLE. 


WHEREAS, we, the members and friends of the A..M. KE. Church, have 
seen for years, and still see with the deepest Christian anxiety, the deplo- 
rable spiritual condition of our. people—our brethren, ‘‘bone of our bone 
and flesh of our flesh,” who inhabit both hemispheres, which the Word of 
God declares shall be lighted up ines the glorious rays of the Son of 
Righteousness. 

And Whereas, we further piiiemibes, with deep emotion, the last com- 
mand of our ascended Lord, ‘‘Go ye into all the world and preach the 
Gospel,” and desiring to prove. our love by our obedience, we therefore 
resolve, hereby, to form ourselves into a Missionary Society of Ch, 
of Station, Circuit or Mission, and agree to be gov- 
erned by the following Constitution, auxiliary to the Parent Home and 
Foreign Missionary Society of the A. M. E. Church. 

Articte 1.—This organization shall be known as the Missionary Socie- 
ty of Church or Sunday School. 

Art. 2.—Its object shall be to raise moneys to support Missionaries 
and Teachers not only to our: brethren in the Southern portion of our 
country, but in Foreign fields, and to co-operate with the Parent Society 
in promoting the above objects. 

Art. 3.—Any person of orthodox faith, whe is not guilty of living in 
some gross immorality may, by the payment of become a 
member of this Society, which membership may be perpetuated by the 
payment monthly of ..... «Any person may become a life 
member by the payment of $5 at one time.

Art. 4.—This Society shall meet monthly on the first Sabbath evening 
in each month, at which time there shall be, after remarks from the Pastor 
or some other suitable person—Ist. A concert of prayer for the cause of 
missions—2d. Reading letters. from missionaries or other missionary mat- 
ter—3d. Contributions for the cause of missions, and such other exercises 
as the Pastor or officers may suggest. 

Art. 5.—The officers of this Society shall consist of President, two 
Vice-Presidents, Recording and Corresponding Secretaries, Treasurer, and 

an Executive Committee consisting of 7. 

Arr. 6.—The funds of the Society shall be sent to the Treasurer of the 
Parent Missionary Society, Mr. James H. Davis, No. 12 Saratoga street, 
Baltimore, Md., at least once a quarter, through the Pastor or the Presi- 
dent, so as to reach the Treasurer before the first of December, March, 
June and September. 

Art. 7.—This Constitution may be amended by a majority of the mem- 
bers, provided notice of said amendment is given one month previously. 
Nevertheless, no amendment shall be made which will destroy the original 
intention of the organization.

DEAR BROTHER: We send you herewith.a copy of the first docu- 
ment published by the AMERICAN CHRISTIAN COMMISSION, in which you 
will find a record of the transactions of this Society, and several valuable 
papers relating to its work. We ask for this document and for the plans 
of the Commission, as therein set forth, your careful consideration. 
Called into being by the Convention held at Cleveland, on the 28th of 
September, 1865, and intrusted to the direction of an Executive Com- 
mittee, while as yet its plans were undefined, and nothing settled but the 
general cause which it was in some way to promote, it has encountered 
those difficulties which oppose every new enterprise so long as its rela- 
tions to practical affairs are undetermined. Gradually these difficulties 
have been overcome, until now the Committee believe it has, in the provi- 
dence of God, adjusted itself to its work, and that a future full of promise 
is opening before it. 

The Commission is organized to secure a more general interest’ in 
the subject of home evangelization, a more full and accurate knowledge 
of the principles involved, and the measures successfully used ; and to 
advocate the employment of /ocal organized effort within the churches, 
for reaching the unevangelized of every neighborhood. 

During the past year many facilities have been secured. Correspon- 
dence has been opened with the leaders of Christian work in all parts of 
Europe, and arrangements made for an exchange of documents by means 
of the Smithsonian Institution. A valuable and constantly increasing list 
of correspondents representing the various departments of charitable and | 
religious work in this country has been gained, and a good beginning made 
toward a library of books, reports, and manuscripts covering every branch 
of the subject. Besides this, the results which have already followed our 
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efforts—especially those for spreading information regarding organized 
parochial work—have given the highest encouragement for a thorough 
prosecution of our plans. 

The Commission is now prepared, under God, to do this work. The 
Executive Committee to whom it has been intrusted, are profoundly im- 
pressed with the importance of the undertaking, and are prepared to do all 
they can in its behalf. 

Thus far the Finance Committee have provided for all the expenses 
of the Commission from their own contributions and those of a few per- 
sonal friends. They now feel that the organization has reached a position 
where it deserves the confidence and support of Christians in all parts of 
the land; and that for its highest success it needs their contributions, 
personal influence, and prayers. That it will eventually secure this, they 
have no doubt; for the present, however,-they feel they must depend 
upon a comparatively small number of supporters. May we, dear sir, 
rely upon you as one who will aid in establishing this enterprise? Will 
you place this Commission upon the list of your Christian charities, and 
use your Jersona/l influence that others may do the same? About Ten 
Thousand Dollars are needed for the coming year to pay the office ex- 
penses and the cost of the publications we wish to issue.

Tae AmerioaN Caristian Commission was organized in pursuance of the following 
resolution which was unanimously ,adopted by a Convention held at Cleveland, Ohio, 
Sept. 27th and 28th, 1865. This Convention was composed of 287 gentlemen from 19 
States, the District of Columbia and the Canadas, representing 22 Evangelical denomi- 


nations. 

Resolved, That this Convention appoint a Commiss consisting of seventy, with power 
to add to their number, to be called “Taz AMERICAN CHRISTIAN Commission,” which shall 
be with the work of awakening the attention of the Christian public, to the urgent 
need of evangelizing the multitudes of this generation, not yet reached by direct Christian 
labor, using for this purpose the press, public meetings, lucal organizations, and other” 
suitable means. 

It shall be the office of the Commission to collect and diffuse information such as will be 
adapted to stir up the hearts of Christians everywhere to increased activity in the relief, 
rescue and salvation of men. 

To suggest the methods that extended observation, comparison and experience have 
_ proved best adapted to these various wants. 

As far as possible to call forth and increase the voluntary, unpaid services of individuals 
in the Master’s vineyard. 

To devise plans for the training and employment of woman’s talent in various spheres uf 
Christian labor. 

To be a medium between Christian laborers and those who desire their services, whether 
Churches, public institutions, societies or individuals.

F. U Commission—Superintendants of Schools, and practical teachers returned from the South,—Mrs. E. D. Cheney, Rev. John

I. Resolved, That the necessity of maintaining and extending our work,—the best interests of the Freed People, and the 
permanent establishment of free schools in the South,—require that, as in the Northern free school system, the communities 
should co-operate in their support ; and therefore that, in the opinion of this meeting, no such schools should be sustained, ex- 


cept where such co-operation is secured. 


Il. Resolved, That this co-operation may be secured either by a voluntary subscription from the community, or by a per 
capita tax on the pupils—payable in advance by the week, month or term; in the case of voluntary subscription, it should be 


adequately guaranteed before the school is established. 

III. Resolwed, That where it is.practicable, the communities should be encouraged to organize for educational purposes, and 
to raise and expend the money themselves. 

IV. Resolved, That, in our opinion, the minimum raised by the community, should be one-third of the expense of the 
school,—but that the amount to be raised in each locality, should be determined by the society under whore direction the schoo] 
is carried on.

Having been for two 
ears engaged in this work at other points in 
uth Carolina and Georgia, I have observed 
with what efficiency and success many schools 


are conducted, and I do not hesitate to say, 
that I have nowhere seen schools in better 
condition than those here. 

“Mr. Tomlinson has requested me to visit 
the capital town of each district, and author- 
ized me to promise aid from the Bureau R. F. 
<A. L. in building school houses. It is hoped 
the freedmen will be induced to take immedi- 
ate measures to provide school houses and 
establish schools. The offer of $250 by the 
~ Bureau to the Freedmen of Lewisville, Orange- 
burg District, has resulted in their building 
a house 25 ft. by 45 ft., at a cost of more than 
$600, exclusive of the land, an acre having 
been donated by a leading planter there for 
the purpose. The example of this planter had 
a wholesome effect upon other white citizens, 
and moved them to contribute money and 
materials to aid the enterprise. One mer- 


chant gave all the nails, about 300 lbs., and 
others contributed lumber. Several gave from’ 
five to ten dollars in money. The house is 
completed, and now two teachers are wanted. 
Can you appropriate $50 per month to help 
them, or even $25? | 

‘* A similar offer by the Bureau to the Freed- 
men of Chester, C. H., is likely to have a_ 


similar result. Mr, J. L. Harris has donated | 
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proprietor of a county paper, a prominent man in 
the State, who lives not fifty miles from Blackstock, 
where Mr, Elder is teaching, for an appointment as 
teacher. From two to three hundred black children 
in his town are without school privileges, And so 
itis all over the State. The little we are doing is 
but a drop in the bucket. If I could control the 
application of $1,000 per month in Western South 
Carolina, in addition to what is now expended, I 
could furnish teachers for 5,000 children who are 
now growing up in ignorance and vice. 'The calls 
for schools are almost innumerable and very 
urgent. Planters visit me almost daily, and 
press upon me the necessities of the blacks on 
the plantations... The educational awakening 
throughout the State has all the fervor of an 
old time revival of religion. Do not suffer 
Northern interest in this quiet work of eman- 
cipating from the chains of ignorance these 
benighted and dependent freedmen to dimin- 
ish. Schools must be multiplied tenfold next 
ear. If the freedmen are prosperous in their 
abors this season, they will have means to do 
something towards the support of schools; 
but they will need considerable assistance for 
some time to come. Under the most favorable 
circumstances they can at present make but 
little more than a bare subsistence, so 1m- 
ee is the country—both land and 
eople. :

He laid before 
the Conference for their consideration certain 
resolutions on the subject which had been pro. 
posed by an informal meeting of teachers and 
others, held in Boston, July 12th, 1867. 
Communications on the subject were read 
from Miss Laura Towne, a teacher and Super- 
intendent of schools on the Sea Islands, and + 
fiom Philip C. Garrett, of the Friends’ Freed- ee 
man’s Association of Philadelphia. 
The different delegates gave accounts of the 
methods of their respective societies. ‘ 
The resolutions proposed were then taken 
up seriatim, and, after a full and free discus- 
sion, were modified and passed in the following ‘ 
form : 
1. Resolved, That the best interests of the freed people 
require the permanent establishment of free schools in the 
South; that, as in the Northern free-school system, the 
people should coédperate in their support; and, therefore, 
that no new schools should be established, except where 
co-operation can be secured. 
Il. Resolved, That our teachers and agents in the South 
should organize the people into associations to raise means 
to aid in the establishment and support of their schools, » 
Ill. Resuolved, That, in the opinion of this meeting, all 
books should be sold at a price to be fixed by the Teachers’ 
Committee ; and that none should be given away except by 
special permission of the Committee. 
IV. Resolved, That the General Secretary of the Ameri- 
can Freedman’s Union Commission be requested to forward 
to the Societies here represented a copy of these resolutions.
